Have ready: 

A supply of Ivory Soap Paste, made by dis- 
solving one large cake of Ivory Soap, shaved fine, 
in three quarts, or two small cakes in four quarts, 
of water, kept nearly, but not quite, at boiling 
point for 15 minutes. When cool, it will be like 
jelly. This is sufficient for a 9x12 rug 

A fairly stiff scrubbing brush (a rice fibre brush 
is exc ellent). 

A piece of zinc, or heavy galvanized iron, 12 
inches long and 4 inches wide, with smooth 
edges. The top should be turned over a little 
so that it can be held securely. Any tinner will 
make this for you for 10 or 15 cents and it will 
last for years. 


Some soft clean cloths. 


A pail of clean, lukewarm water, to be renewed 
as often as it becomes dirty. 

A pan, or empty pail, to receive the used Ivory

Proceed as follows: 


First, sweep the rug. Begin work at the corner 
farthest from the door. With a spoon, or by hand, 
scatter lvory Soap Paste over the surface of the 
rug, covering not more than a square yard ata 
time.
